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Plans Mirrors to Blind Foe 


Invention” Offered Is One of 10,000 
Schemes to Help U.S, End War 


Fifty new ways to end the war are 
proposed daily to the U.S. war de- 
partment, for that many military in- 
ventions are submitted every twenty- 
four hours and nearly every inventor 
claims his device will revolutionize 
warfare. Ninety-nine out of 100 are 
discarded as impracticable in the wart 
emergency, but for the sake of the 
possibilities in the one all are wel- 
comed. Here are a few of the de-, 
vices before the war department's} 
board of ordnance and fortifieations, 
which gives preliminary investiga- 
tions to inventions. 

Polished reflectors to throw sun- 
light into the eyes of the enemy and 
blind him; elabotated sling shots fot 
throwing bombs; land torpedoes re- 
sembling small tractor engines to 
run across “No Man’s Land” and ex- 
plode in the enemy trench; acrial 
torpedoes to fly without a_ pilot;

da’s Prosperity This Year 


After a careful study of available 
Statistical matter, a Winnipeg news- 
paper estimates that the cash returns 
which will be received by the farm- 


ers of Manitoba this year for their 
crop and produce will be between 
sixty-five and seventy-five millions 


greater than last year's. The largest 
increase is in the wheat crop, which 
in 1916 is estimated to have. yielded 
$46,722,588, while a conservative esti- 
mate for the present year shows that 
the wheat crop in Manitoba should 
yield $199,239,760, or rT $153,000- 
000 more than in 1916, The latter 
estimate is based upon the price of 
$2.05 per bushel, which in view _ of 
the fact that the wheat is grading 
high, seems a very fair basis for an 
estimate. The acreage in wheat this 
year is not so great as in 1916, but 
the average yicld per acre is almost 
seven bushels more. 

While the oat crop is not so good 
this year as in 1916, the estimated 
yield being lower despite an increas- 
ed acreage, the increased price will 
make the value of the oat crop ex- 
ceed last. year’s by more than five 
million dollars. 

Dairy products will show a mark- 
ed increase, and although it is yet too 
early to estimate the total cash re- 
ceipts for butter, cheese, milk and 
cream, it seems safe to say that the 
increase will be considerably more 
than $5,000,000, Last year dairy pro- 
ducts were valued at $4,483,614, Man- 
itoba butter continues to be in great 
demand and the Montreal market 1n 
particular, is bidding for every pound 
it can get. More than eighty cars of 
Manitoba creamery butter have been 
shipped east this year, and as_ each 
car represents $9,000 in cash, it is 
easy to realize the importance of the 
export butter industry to this prov- 
ince, which a few years ago was im- 
porting the larger part of its own re- 
quirements. 

Equal conditions exist in ~ Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta. No better indi- 
cation of the general prosperity of 
the west can be given than is afford- 
ed by the present state of the bank- 
ing business. Winnipeg, which may 
be termed the gateway of the west, 
has stepped into the second place in 
the bank clearing returns of the Do- 
minion, running Montreal very close, 
In a recent weck the figures were 
nearly twenty-five millions and a half 
more than Toronto's, and only about 
five millions less than Montreal's. 
Calgary has jumped up to the fourth 
place, having doubled or almost 
doubled the figures of last year ev- 
ery week for the past six wecks. 
While it is not suggested that the 
bank clearing returns indicate an ex- 
act financial comparison with .he 
cities of the east, which have a much 
larger. population, they are decidedly 
favorable and presage great things 
for the west.

CANNING CHICKEN TO CONSERVE 
MEATS. 

This year more poultry than usual 
is finding its way to market in a thin, 
unfinished condition. There is very 
little sale for this grade of chickens 
and their presence in so many ship- 
ments has a great deal to do with the 
comparatively low price returned, at 
times, to producers. Cull chickens, if 
held, frequently prove more of a 
liability than an asset to producers. 
The best place for them is in a can 
or a jar made ready for table use. 
Later in the season when good chick- 
ens are scarce and high in price, poul- 
try thus prepared may be utilized and 
served in many appetizing ways. 

The following methods of canning 
poultry are being advocated by Govy- 
ernment Institutions in the United 
States: 

Method 1.—Dress the chicken separ- 
ating it into sections or leaving it 
whole as preferred. Season and fry 
as for serving. When the meat is 
three-fourths done remove from the 
fire and pack the pieces into a clean, 
hot glass jar. If the chicken is whole 
break the neck and legs, roll the chick- 
en up into a small roll, tie with string 


or fasten with toothpicks. A quart

Mr. Churn who began with 
“Ladies and gentlemen, you folk on 
the floor, all you guys that I’ve got 
to talk at,” immediately struck the 
popular note, and with a string of 
funny stories, several of which had 
never been heard before, gained ter- 
rific applause. In fact, so great was 
the excitement that two ladies were 
precipitated into a crate of rotten 
eges, which had been brought to keep 
the artists up to the mark. The news 
spread like wildfire and by evening 
the mob was so thick that more barb- 
ed wire was erected and the firehose 
brought out.

Many New Elevators 


Capacity of Co-operative Elevators 
Is Increasing 


During the present year the Sas- 
katchewan Co-operative Elevator 
Company has erected thirty-one ele- 
vators, and has still under construc- 
tion six more, which will be com- 
pleted this fall. The thirty-seven 
elevators will involve an expenditure 
of $350,000, and will bring the num- 
ber of elevators in the province co- 
operatively owned to more than 
three hundred. 

In Alberta the United Grain Grow- 
ers, formerly the Alberta Farmers’ 
Co-operative Elevator Company, will 
have 145 elevators in operation in 
time to handle this year’s crop. Last 
year they handled 16,068,000 bushels 
of grain through 103 elevators, which 
was the number then in operation, an
